Then 
the latter walked hurriedly to the mall-box 
on the corner, and limply throwing both 
arms across it, leaned heavily upon it. 

A few moments later life was extinct. 
Heart disease was the cause of death.

Preparations to Protect Property From 
the Hands of the Invaders, 


THE COMBINED ARMIES WILL ENCAMP 
JUST OUTSIDE THE CITY. 


Kelly's Contingent Marohing in Mud and 
Rain Through Iowa—Desertions from 
the Ranke—An Army of 600 Coming 
From Eufftalo—What They Will De- 
mand—Militia Oalled Out in the North- 
west. 


WAsHINGTON, D. C., April 27.—The advance 
agents of the Commonweal in this city are 
making preparations for the triumphal 
march of Coxey’s men tothe camp just out 
side the city on May 1. A big procession will 
go out to Rockville and escort the 
Massilon Division to Washington. The 
location of the grand camp of the 
Commonwealers has not been definitely de- 
cided on, but they will very probably accept 
the offer of the Driving Park Association, 
which gives them ample ground near the 
city rent free as long as they care to occupy 
it. 

The police now feel reasonably sure that 
the army will be easily handled. No dem- 
onstration will be made to show the force at 
the command of the District officials, but 
every possible precaution has been taken to 
preserve orderand protect property. Maj. 
Moore this morning stated that the depart- 
ment was only awaiting some move of the 
Coxeyites that would show their hand. Then, 
if force was necessary, it would be used, but 
he had no fear of that. 

Arrangements have been made for doub- 
ling the mounted force which patrols the 
county from Boundary to the District lines. 
This has been Gone by increasing the detail! 
from each precinct. The mounted force 
consists of forty-five privates and sergeants, 
and withthe additional detail will make a 
splendid showing for the protection of the 
property of suburban residents who have 
been greatly alarmed over the report that 
the army would encamp in their midst. 

Though vigorously denied at the Treasury, 
it is, nevertheless, a fact that idetectives 
from the Secret Service have been following 
the army througheut its entire march. 
They have made a number of attempts to 
become members of the army, Dut such at- 
tempts have in every instance been ineffect- 
ual. There seems to be someone jn the com- 
mon weal ranks who has the faculty of ‘‘pip- 
ing ot“ the fly cops who would intrude on 
the secrets of the army ofreincarnation and 
reform. 

Certain it is that Secret Servite officers 
from all the great cities are being called in 
to Washington and a greater number of Gov. 
ernment detectives are present in the city 
than have been here in years. They come, 
many of them, inthe most unique and im- 
penetrable disguises, but for all that the 
Coxeyites have ‘‘tumbled’’ toa number of 
them. As soon as one is recognized he is 
shipped dack tothe city from which he came 
and a new man is called in. 

It is the intention of the Coxey contingent 
to halt at Rockville and await the arrival of 
any reinforcements that may be able to form 
a junction with them before they march on 
the capital next Ivesday. 

Inthe delegation to go out of this city as 
an escort for Coxey will be a large number 
of women, Who will ride at the head of the 
army. 

As Chief Coxey went down the bill from 
his hotel towardsthe grounds Carl Browne 
was getting his men in line for the start. 
Coxey circulated among the men. He 
stated that he was waiting fora local team 
he had hired to come down and load a part 
ofthe canvass. After some delay the team 
drove upon the grounds and its owner came 
to Gen. Coxey to receive pay for the service. 

Am not going along, Mr. Coxey, and I 
would like to get my pay now,’’ he saia. 

**All right, sir,’’ was the response, and 
the leader pulled from his trousers pocket a 
handful of coin, none larger than a 60-cent 
piece. He began counting out from this 
supply and soon came down to nickels and 
then to pennies.

A Proposition Made to Vote on the 
Measure This Afternoon. 


BUT SENATE DEMOCRATS COULD NOT 
MUSTER A QUORUM. 


Andthe Useless Disoussion Continues— 
The Finance Committee in Almost 
Constant Conference — Concessions 
Made to Conservatives—Sosling Down 
the Period of the Insome Tax—Many 
Members Absent. 


WasHINGTON, April 27.—In the Senate to- 
day Senator Aldrich of Rhode Island 
startled the members by interrupting Sena- 
tor Lindsay’s tariff speech and announcing 
that the Republicans would agree to a vote 
on the tariff bill, as reported to the Senate,at 
8 o’clock this afternoon. 

Senator Harris, after a question was put to 
him by Senator Aldrich as to whether a vote 
could be taken at that hour, immediately be- 
gan a canvass of the Senate, and after seeing 
most of the Democratic Senators and 
conferring with them as to the acceptance of 
the proposition, decided to announce the 
willingness ot the Democratic side of the 
chamber to take a vote at that hour. He 
succeeded in getting the acquiescence of all 
the Democrats to allow the vote to be taken. 
But it soon became evident that the Senate 
could not muster a quorum, and when asked 
if his side of the chamber would agree to 
vote on the dill as soon as a quorum could be 
obtained, SenatorAldrich said the proposition 
was made for the time only and not for the 
future. ‘‘I had no intention of granting an op- 
tion, said he, and my proposition was to 
the Senate and not toa Democratic caucus,’’ 

It therefore will seem that Senator 
Aldrich’s surprising offer does not hold good 
for a future date, as far as the kepublicans 
are concerned, and that the tariff debate, 
therefore, will not be ended by a vote at & 
p. m. 


PRESSURE BROUGHT TO BEAR. 


Influences Exsrted to Secure Prompt Ac 
tion by the Senate. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 27.—Every day 
now seems to add tothe hopefulness of the 
tariff outlook. The strongest pressure is be- 
ing brought to bear to reconcile the differ- 
ences on the Democratic side of the Senate, 
and while there is reason to believe that this 
work has not been completed, it is undoubt- 
edly true that it has been pushed to a most 
encouraging point.

THE BRIDGE BILL. 


Ita Chief Provisions as Reported by the 
Committee. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 27.—It is now 
extremely probable that the new St. Louis 
Bridge bill will pass the House as reported by 
the committee. As now pending the bill 
contains the following substitute clause with 


reference to the location: 
Seme points suitable to the interests of navigation 
between the north line of St. Clalr County, II., and 
the south western line of said county. 
The following clause has been stricker out: 
The location seleeted for said bridge to be subject 
to the approval ef the Secretary of War. 
For this has been substituted the follow- 
. 


Provided that the plan and location of said bridge, 
so far as the interests of navigation are concerned, 
Shall be recommended by a board of three United 
States engineers, appolnteu by the secretary 
2 War, and shall be approved by the Secretary; of 


ar. 

And it shall be the duty of said board ta give a pub- 
lic hearing in the City ef St. Louls to all parties in- 
terested in the construction of said bridge, whenever 
the desiga and drawings of said bridge and maps of 
location shall have been submitted to the Secretary 
of War as herein provided. 

Said board shall give reasonable netice of time and 
piace of such hearing and report ite recommenda- 
tions to the Secretary of Waras seon thereafier as 
may be expedien:. 

bectious g and (dave undergone several 
changes, as recommended dy the engineers, 
and now read as foliows: 


Sec. 3. That in case the said bridge shall be built 
below the bridge heretofore constructed and known 
as the Eads bridge, it snalibe built with unbrekenr 
and continuous spans, and shall have at least two 
channel epans of not less than 750 feet eicar width; 
each measured at right sagies to the current at any 
and all stages of the water; and the lowest part of 
sald spaus shail not be of less elevationinany ¢ase 
than 76 feet above the t. Louis City directrix, and 
in case the said bridge shall be built above the said 
Eads bridge, there shall be atleast three channel 
spans of not lese than 500 feet clear width, each 
measured at right angles to the current at any and 
all stages of the water, andthe lowest pertof said 
spans shail not be of less elevation in any case than 
5@ feet above the St. Louis City directrix, plus the 
slope of the river frei the foot of Walaut street, in 
the city of St. Louls, to the point where the bridge 
shall be bullt, ahd the piers of said bridge shall be 
parallel with the eurrent of the river. 

sec. 4. That the piers of all high channel-spans 
shall be bullt parallel with the current of the river 
at that stage Of water whichis most important for 
navigation; end riprapping or other protection for 
imperfect foundations whieh wili materialiy lessen 
the waterway, or which may injure navigation, 
shall not be employed in the channel-ways of the 
high spans, and piers whieh will produce cress car- 
reotese or bars dangerous te navigation shail not be 
constructed; andif, after construetion, any piers 
or pretection walls are found to produce the above- 
mentioned offecte the nuisance shall be abated or 
cerrected by or at the expense of the persone own- 
ioe sald bridge. and the approaches to the ehannei 
spans mentioned in this act shall provide sufficient 
water way for the passage of floods. 

Section 7 has been amended and now pro- 
vides: 

That any bridge authorized to be constructed un- 
Ger this eet shall be bullt and located under and 
subjeet to such regulations for the security of pav- 
igation of said river asthe seeretery of Wer shall 
prescribe, asd the sald company er corporation 
shall submit to the Seeretary of War for his exami- 
nation aud approval a design and drawings ef the 
bridge and a map of the location, giving for a 
suficient distance above and below the bridge the 
topography of the banks ef the river, the shore 
lines at high and iow water, the direction and 
strength of the currentat low, medium and high 
water stages, and the soundings aceurately showing 
the bed of the setream, the iocation of auy other 
bridge or bridges, and shall turnish such other in- 
formation as may be required for a full and satis- 
—· understanding of the subject, and until the 
eald plan and location ef the bridge are approved by 
the Secretary of Wer the bridge hall not be built, 
and should any changes be made in the plan of said 
bridge duri the progress of construcsion, such 
changes sh be subject to the approval of the Sec- 
retary of Wer. 

The bridge must be begun within one year 
of the ssage of the bill and completed 
within five years or the franchise lapses. 
The bill declares that ‘‘a principal reason 
for aiving authority to bulld the bridge is to 
secure reasonable rates and to facilitate the 
transaction of business across the Missis- 
eib. River at St. Louis.’

Ii the railroad managers of the city view 
the matter of changing the time tables to 
meet the needs of St. Louis from the stand- 
point of their own lines, isolated from all 
others, they will doubtless find insupera- 
ble difficulties in the way of reform. 

It may probably be demonstrated that 
foreach separate railroad to change its 
time table and put on afternoon trains 
without reference to connections would 
involve great risk if not actualloss, In 
that case the figuring out of the 
possible profit or loss of each train 
w ould be limited to the basis of local busi- 
ness whichis generally of slow growth, 
Even on this basis it is probable that new 
afternoon trains would prove profitable in 
the end, but it is not the basis upon which 
the petition of St. Louis business men 
should be treated. 

Each railroad is necessarily a part ofa 
system of transportation. Changes in 
service which might be profitless if under- 
taken by a single road could be made 
profitabie if the system is adjusted 
to all. By mutual agreement, the 
afternoon train service could be made 
a part of a through traip service which 
would bring a vast amount of traffic be- 
tween the Eastand the West and South- 
west by St. Louis which now goes by 
other routes, This broad and progressive 
method of treating the problem was the 
cream of Col. Leighton's admirable ad- 
dress, 

There can be no doubt thatif the rail- 
road managers of this city will get to- 
gether for the reform of the train service 
on this basis they may supply the needed 
accommodations to St. Louisans with im- 
mediate profit to their own lines and with 
excellent promise of far greater advantage 
in the future, They never had a finer 
opportunity to show their energy and 
ability than in this matter of a better 
train service,

A FOOL’S ERRAND. 

It is reported that the news of the clash 
between the Government authorities and 
Hogan’s army was received with profound 
regretin the Kelly camp. One of the 
**colonels’’ wept and Gen.“ Kelly, who 
was much affected said; : 

This is Awful. I fear our cause is ruined, 
Bloodshed is wrong; resistance of authori- 
ties is Wrong it is all wrong. We are now 
reduced to the level ot a mob. Militia may 
be called out at any moment to stop our prog- 
ress. This givesthem anexcuse to regard 
us as lawless. I would give my life to have 
this days work undone. There is no excuse 
for the action of those Montana men. I 
don't Know them, and have not deen in com- 
munication with them, butI did not believe 
that they would resort to bloodshed. 

This outburst corroborates Manager St. 
John’s testimony to the effect that Kelly 
and his followers are honest. But it also 
proves that they know not what they are 
doing and did not foresee the inevitable 
outcome, 

When Frye’s ‘‘army’’ passed through 
St. Louis the public regarded them as 
peaceful, law-abiding citizens, worthy of 
sympathy as well-meaning men in want. 
But the trials of a long tramp on foot wore 
away their boasted discipline, and by the 
time they reached the ab line they 
were ready to go into the business of seis - 
ing trains and terrorizing defenseless com- 
munities, 

Coxey’s men, starting as far east as Mas- 
sillon, O., have gone through without 
coming into collision with the laws. But 
wise and strong as Kelly’s leadership has 
been, the mere presence of his army at 
Council Bluffs excited disorderly demon- 
strations which they did not participate 
in, and prompted city mobs to seize for 
them * train which they refused to take 
when it was offered to them. 

The lawless outbreaks ‘from other 
**armies’’ from the West, one of which 
is now under arrestin custody of the Fed- 
eral garrison at Ft. Keogh, show that 
even Keliy’s army will perform 4 | wonders 
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Game. 


The news 
ingmen are to be carried jto Washington in 
special trains to ‘‘make a demonstration’’ 
against the Wilson bill and tariff. reduc- 
tion throws a new light on the Coxey 
movement. 

These idle workingmen have not the 
money to pay for special trains, nor would 
they on their own motion spend itin that 
way if they had it. Transportation and 
subsidtence have been furnished by inter- 
ested persons who thus utilize the mis- 
fortunes of the work people to gain their 
own selflsh ends. It is a trick of protec- 
tionists, Republicans and Democrats, to 
frighten Congress into dropping the re- 
form twice ordered by the people of the 
whole country. The Protective Tariff 
League, always at the service of the party 
of monopoly, is back of these expeditions 
and must be held responsible for any dis- 
turbance of the peace which may follow. 

Evidence enough has been accumulated 
to show that Republican Senators with 
perhaps two or three Democratic conser- 
vatives are using this demonstration and 
perhaps suggested it. It isa dangerous 
game, the kind of game played only when 
selfishness and greed becloud the judg- 
ment and blind men both to patriotism 
and enlightened self-interest.

WOMAR’S SUFFRAGE. 


The coming Constitutional Convention 
in New York has suggested to the woman 
suffragists that this is a good time to con- 
vince the women of the country that they 
are all hungry for an opportunity to vote. 

Mrs. Lillie Devereaux Blake,who has the 
movement in charge, proposes to make the 
question prominent, and from present ap- 
pearances it will cut no small figure in the 
convention. Mrs. Blake says of the 
suffrage that it is neither a privilege nor 
aduty, Itisa right. Itisa right which 
every one in the American Republic should 
have.“ Now arightis not created by law 
but exists antecedent to all legal enact- 
ments. If it is not exercised, it is because 
its possesser does not appreciate its uses 
or is unjustly denied it by some unwise 
law, The only purpose of the law in such 
cases is to define and declare the right and 
surround it with safeguards. 

The opponents of the movement who 
have spoken—mostly women—object that 
the better class of women would not vote, 
andthe effect would be only to reinforce 
the corrupt elementin public life; that it 
would degrade women to mix in politics 
because politics is corrupt and the ballot- 
box foul. To these two all other objec- 
tions may be reduced. 

The interesting feature in the hot dis- 
cussion is that very few men take part in 
it on either side. Those who have spoken 
have languidly approved the idea and con- 
cededthe ‘‘right’’ of women to cast the 
ballots and do anything else they want 
to do. 

The one insuperable obstacle to the 
movement is in the opposition of the 
women themselves. Men as a rule do not 
consider it seriously, and do not care 
whether the right to vote is conceded to 
the other sex or not. The conclusion 
seems to be that when the women really 
do want the suffrage they can have it 
without declamation or hysterics,

THAT was a pitiful story of inhuman 
treatment which a mother told in a letter 
to the Post-DISPATCH yesterday narrating 
her experience in attempting to see her 
dead boy at the City Hospital. Dr Marks 
denies that he treated the woman 
unkindly or that he countenanced 
unkindness towards her. But. the 
story cannot be brushed aside so 
lightly. That the woman suffered un- 
kindness is evident from her letter. The 
impression of it is bitter and she gives the 
brutal words spoken to her. Some one in 
the hospital must have acted toward her in 
a way which shows that he is unfit to at- 
tend to a sick dog much less 
a. wuffering human being. A man 
who is not touched to gentleness by the 
spectacle of a mother’s grief cannot be 
trusted to perform the offices of public 
charity. No brutality can be permitted 
ina public charitable institution. This 
should be looked into. 


Ir is safa that the railroads of Illinois 
and Indiana are ‘‘seizing’’ coal consigned 
to private buyers and converting it to their 
own use. In a time of scarcity there may 
be some warrant for this on grounds 
of public negessity, for freight and 
passengers must be moved and the 
coal can be returned on the 
first opportunity, but these are extreme 
measures, Individuals have some rights 
which yield to public necessity only in 
grave emergencies. When railroad com- 
panies ‘‘seize’’ their customers’ coal it is a 
hint to Hogan and Frye to ‘‘seize’’ trains 
and engines also on grounds of imperative 
necessity. In times like these even the 
semblance of illegality and wrong should 
be avoided with scrupulous nicety. 
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Ir is not remarkable that any high- 
tariff candidate for the presidency should 
ta vor an increase of the McKinley duties. 
If the McKinley duties are proper and 
augment our prosperity, we shall be still 
better off if tariff taxation is increased, 
Why let any American money leave 
the country?. Why not shut oat 
everything foreign and trade only 
with . ourselves? Why should not 
„American industry’’ have the whole 
loaf? Will not that one of the Republican
